1 . 0806  - On  August  6-7,  Deputy  Administrator  Meiburg,  Region  6 Administrator  Ron  Curry  and  Office 
of  Enforcement  and  Compliance  Assurance  Deputy  Assistant  Administrator  Larry  Starfield  will  join  TCEQ 
Chairman  Bryan  Shaw  at  the  27th  Annual  Texas  Environmental  Super-Conference  to  discuss 
implementation  of  environmental  regulations  affecting  the  state  of  Texas  as  well  as  collaborative  efforts 
with  EPA.

2.  0806  - On  August  6,  EPA  is  proposing  approval  of  the  State  of  Texas’s  State  Implementation  Plan 
(SIP)  Submittal  for  El  Paso  Particulate  Matter  Contingency  Measures  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  City  of 
El  Paso,  Texas  was  designated  as  nonattainment  of  the  1997  PM10  National  Ambient  Air  Quality 
Standard  (NAAQS).  EPA  approved  the  El  Paso  PM10  Attainment  Demonstration  SIP  revision.  The  SIP 
includes  PM  control  measures  for  fugitive  dust  control  for  alleys  and  streets,  which  EPA  approved  as 
contingency  measures  because  they  went  beyond  reasonably  available  control  measures  and  were  not 
relied  upon  to  show  attainment  or  reasonable  further  progress  (RFP).  Texas  submitted  revisions  to  these 
fugitive  dust  control  contingency  measures,  with  2007-2009  monitoring  data  demonstrating  the  El  Paso 
area  continues  to  show  maintenance  of  the  1997  PM10  NAAQS.  El  Paso  area  2011-2013  monitoring  data 
shows  continued  maintenance  of  the  1997  PM10  NAAQS.  This  action  is  not  expected  to  have 
congressional  or  environmental  group  interest. 

3.  0812  - On  August  12,  EPA  will  propose  approval  of  the  revisions  to  the  City  of  Albuquerque  - 
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Bernalillo  County  NNSR  permitting  program  for  monitoring  for  PM  2.5,  implementation  of  the  8 hour 
ozone  NAAQS,  inclusion  of  the  fugitive  emissions  rule,  record  keeping  and  other  requirements  to  their 
NSR  program.
